Music Hall Acquired 


GIFT of $28,000 to Juniata 

College from W. Emmert Swi- 
gart ‘06, Huntingdon insurance ex- 
ecutive, has made possible the acqui- 
sition of a building to be used ex- 
clusively by the music department, 
President Calvert N. Ellis announced 
today. 


The College arranged for the pur- 
chase of the former residence of 
Francis McSherry at 1903 Moore 
Street, adjacent to the northern 
boundary of the campus in close 
proximity to Oller Hall. 


W. Emmert Swigart ’06, Huntingdon in- 
surance executive and a national figure in 
the insurance world, died at his home in 
Huntingdon on December 17, 1949, follow- 
ing a heart attack. 


Although he had been in bed for several 
weeks with a heart condition, Mr. Swigart 
had recovered sufficiently to be in his office 
every day in the week preceding his death 
on Saturday. He was 66. 


Funeral services were conducted on De- 
cember 19 in the Stone Church of the 
Brethren by the Rev. John C. Middlekauff, 
Dr. Tobias F. Henry, and President Calvert 
N. Ellis. Further details will appear in the 
next issue of the Alumni Bulletin. 


In providing the money for this 
purchase, Mr. Swigart specified that 
the building be given in honor of 
the Swigart family. It will be known 
as Swigart Music Hall. 


The Swigart family has played a 
major role in the development of 
Juniata. W. J. Swigart, father of the 
donor, was one of the earliest trus- 
tees and served on the Board from 
1878 to 1939. He was treasurer from 
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W. EMMERT SWIGART ’06

1880 to 1920 and also a member of 
the faculty. 

W. Emmert Swigart is a graduate 
of Juniata in the class of 1906. He 
has been an active alumnus and is a 
past president of the Alumni Asso- 
ciation. Two sons and three daugh- 
ters are either graduates or have at- 
tended Juniata College. 

In announcing the Swigart gift, 
President Ellis disclosed that “a ma- 
jor portion of the gift” was used to 
buy the building and property, wide- 
ly known as the “Cassady house.” 
However, part of the $28,000 is avail- 
able for use in remodeling and 
equipping the building. 

It is expected that the residence 
will be vacated in January 1950, and 
will be ready for use by the college’s 
music department by February 1. 

The newly acquired building was 
built by the Rev. John H. Cassady in 
192]. It was later sold to the Or- 
phan’s Home which had been forced 
to move when Cloisters dormitory 
was constructed in 1926. 


When the Orphan's Home was 
closed, the property was purchased 
by Mr. McSherry, president of the 
J. CG. Blair Co. Mr. McSherry now 
resides in Clinton, Mass. 


The house is a large, brick struc- 
ture located just north of the present 
music practice house across from the 
Village, community for married vet- 
erans. It has three lots, 150 feet by 
150 feet. 


This building will replace the 10- 
room frame structure now used by 
the music department. No decision 
has been made for the disposition of 
the present music building. 


Acquisition of Swigart Music Hall 
will make it possible for all music 
activities to be focused in Oller Hall 
and the music hall. 


The building is considered to be 
easily adaptable for use by the music 
department, now headed by Prof. 
Donald S. Johnson. For example, 
the first floor includes one large 
room readily adaptable for studio- 
recital purposes. In addition, there 
are three other rooms on the first 
floor, eight rooms on second floor, 
four rooms on third floor, all of 
which can be utilized for private 
studios, faculty offices, music class- 
rooms, and vocal and instrumental 
practice rooms. 

A large, dry basement is usable 
for library and department storage. 

The announcement of the gift and 
the purchase of the McSherry prop- 
erty marks the second major step to 
be realized this year in the postwar 
development program of the Col-

25th birthday on Nov. 4 and 
celebrated with due ceremony. Past 
editors, managing editors and busi- 
ness managers gathered with the top 
men of the 1949-50 Juniatian for a 
banquet at the Penn Hunt Hotel, 
Huntingdon. 


Among the guests was G. Stanley 
Stroup ’25, first editor and one of 
the founders of the undergraduate 
weekly paper which succeeded “The 
Echo” in 1924. Mr. Stroup was the 
principal speaker at the Juniatian 
banquet held in 1934. He is now an 
attorney in Bedford and Harrisburg 
in partnership with William S,. Liv- 
engood, Jr. ’26, State secretary of in- 
ternal affairs. 


Mr. Stroup recalled the trials and 
troubles coupled with the establish- 
ment of a weekly paper at Juniata 
College. His experiences were elab- 
orated by James I. Weimer ’27, 
Huntingdon insurance man, who 
was one of the first business manag- 
ers of the publication. 

Telford B. Blough ’27, third editor 
and founder of ‘Tommyhawk, served 
as toastmaster for the banquet and 


sounded the keynote of the evening 
with his reminiscences. Mr. Blough 
was master of ceremonies at the 734 
Juniatian banquet. A former alumni 
representative of the board of trus- 
tees, he is now a high school princi- 
pal at Conemaugh Township.

« JOE’S reign in the classroom at 
Juniata College is coming to an 
end 


Veterans, who as recently as last 
year made up nearly half of the col- 
lege population, are giving way to 
the non-veterans. That day of the 
“high school freshman” is returning 
to the college campus. 


On College Hill today, ex-GIs 
comprise only about one quarter of 
the enrollment—172 of the 650 stu- 
dents. In the freshman class they are 
outnumbered 9 to 1 as only 21 are 
enrolled. 


Last year, the veterans enrollment 
at Juniata reached a peak with 282 
enrolled, according to figures in the 
office of the registrar. 


The return to pre-war enrollment 
normalcy isn’t causing too much con- 
cern among the professors who worry 
about academic standing. A study of 
the all-college average of veterans 
and non-veterans in the 1949 gradu- 
ating class revealed that there was 
less than one point difference. 


In fact, the 24 non-veteran men in 
the Class of 1949 held a slight edge 
on the 88 veterans. But the veterans 
were anxious to get all they could 
out of their schooling and hurry out 
to nail down jobs. 


The passing of the GI era is easing 
the strain somewhat on the campus 
housing shortage. here isn’t as 
much need to “farm out” the vet- 
erans into private homes this year, 
but the Lodge and Village are still 
jammed to capacity. 


Site for Science Meeting 


Juniata College will be the site for 
the 25th annual summer meeting of 
the Pennsylvania Academy of Sci- 
ence in August 1950.

Spencer has made a satisfying and 
worthwhile hobby of weaving. 


Searching for a hobby “to use 
when I retire,” Dean Spencer be- 
came interested in weaving four 
years ago after attending a demon- 
stration-lecture on the subject. 
Weaving lessons that summer at the 
Pennsylvania School of Handcrafts 
started Dean Spencer on the practi- 
cal application of her art. 


Interested in a hobby to fit her 
own personal needs, Dean Spencer 
was impressed with the modest 
equipment weaving requires for a 
novice. She has, however, worked 
to the place where her equipment in- 
cludes three floor looms. The widest 
will weave material up to 33 inches, 
of sufficient width for fabric to cover 
a set of furniture and draperies. 


Vartous pieces woven by Dean 
Spencer have been exhibited almost 
eyery year at the Pennsylvania Guild 
of Craftsmen Fair held in Phila- 
delphia and have frequently been on 


display at Juniata. Most of her work . 


has been done during summers spent 
at her cabin on Mohican Lake in 
New York state. 


Dean Spencer, who is also assist- 
ant professor of art at Juniata, 
teaches simplified weaving in a 
course in Applied Art. She has given 
lecture-demonstrations herself in 
hopes of getting others interested in 
a hobby for themselves. She has 
found that weaving instills conf- 
dence in people who believe they 
have no creative ability.

ES, THIS WAS THE YEAR! 
There is no disputing that the 
1949 football team recorded Juni- 
ata’s best season in 27 years of play 
by winning five and losing only two. 


Now that five and two record is 
not spectacular in collegiate circles 
(for example, two Pennsylvania col- 
leges were unbeaten and both Grove 
City and Dickinson had better rec- 
ords this year), but it is an exception- 
ally fine performance for a college 
which has been a “breather” for 
many opponents since 1920. 


This year’s Tribe team did not 
come about by mere chance. Coach 
Bill Smaltz has been working hard, 
developing, molding this team for 
three seasons. Remember, if you 
will, that the 1948 team was one of 
Juniata’s best with four wins, two 
losses, and a tie. And all but four 
regulars were back this year. 


Without question, of course, 
Meteor Mike Dzvonar has been the

sparkplug for three seasons. He has 
paced the Indians in all phases of 
the offensive game. In 1947, he reg- 
istered 39 points; in 1947, he tallied 
38, and in 1949 he climaxed three 
years as the most spectacular indi- 
vidual performer by chalking up 93 
points on 13 touchdowns and 15 ex- 
tra points. 


But Dzvonar readily admits that a 
good share of the credit for his ex- 
cellent three-season performance 
should go to “my four senior bud- 
dies in the front line.” He refers to 
Co-captain Cecil Jackson, 200-pound 
tackle; George Smith, four-year man 
at left end; Dave Croft, a Little All- 
American honorable mention at cen- 
ter last year—all from Huntingdon— 
and to Aldo Bonomi, a sidekick from 
Dzvonar’s hometown of Aliquippa, 
who has been a mainstay at guard. 


There were two other seniors,. 


Julius “Squeeze” Long and Frank 
Stasenko, who helped to make 
Dzvonar’s collegiate career a glorious 
one. Long, a defensive halfback most

of this season, was on the receiving 
end of a number of Dzvonar passes 
frequently on offense. And it was 
Long who raced 82 yards on a kick- 
off against Dickinson for the season’s 
longest run. Stasenko, -as game a 
guy as they come, spelled off Dzvonar 
by playing safety man on defense on 
numerious occasions while The Me- 
teor rested his injured knee. 

These boys, and other underclass

From the opening game with 
Westminster, won by the Indians 21- 
18 thanks to Dzvonar’s “educated 
toe,” until the final whistle in the 
Moravian game, the Warriors of Col- 
lege Hill played good, hard football. 
In losing to Dickinson and Grove 
City, Juniata lost to two very fine 
teams and put up a stubborn fight 
in bowing.

The Meteor Zooms 


UNIATA’S football phenomenon, 

Mike Dzvonar, firmly established 

his clainy to the sports writer’s moni- 
ker—Meteor Mike. 


In completing his college career 
with a dazzling display of running 
and passing against Moravian, 
Dzvonar left no doubt that he re- 
sembled somewhat a “meteroid heat- 
ed to incadescence by friction in 
passing through the atmosphere.” 


Dzvonar, alias The Meteor, tallied 
three touchdowns and kicked three 
extra points to run his total to 93... 
one of the top marks in the nation 
and second in Pennsylvania. 


In addition, the Juniata co-captain 
passed to Halfback Julius Long for 
a 22-yard score by air to click for his 
fourth T.D. pass of the season. His 
total of 187 net yards rushing was 
26 yards more than all Moravian 
backs and was his best single game 
performance. 


Dzvonar accomplished all this in 
spite of a painful knee injury which 
had kept him on the bench in the 
preceding game with Grove City and 
limited him to offensive action only 
against Moravian. 


With Dzvonar setting the pace, the 
the Juniata Indians completed their 
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best season in 27 years of football— 
five victories against two defeats. Me- 
teor Mike from West Aliquippa, Pa., 
again led the Bill Smaltz-coached 
contingent in individual scoring, 
rushing, forward passing and total 
offense. 


By chalking up 13 touchdowns and 
booting 15 extra points, Dzvonar set 
a new college scoring mark of 93 
points.

UNIJATA’S varsity backetball team 

opened a tough 17-game schedule 
in its 46th year of intercollegiate 
competition with four games in early 
December. 


Dr. T. Arnold Greene, new cage 
coach, trimmed his squad to 15 prior 
to the ‘Thanksgiving holiday in order 
to intensify preparations for the sea- 
son’s opener. Nearly 50 men, the 
largest group of post-war basketball 
candidates, had answered the first 
call in early October. 


Only four lettermen were among 
the remaining 15. Hence, Coach 
Greene, a Huntingdon dentist, was 
forced to build around this foursome 
and three others who had seen very 
little varsity action. 


Included among the veteran hoop- 
sters was Holmes Ulsh, a Hunting- 
don senior who was one of the top- 
ten scorers in the State last year. Ulsh 
is a sparkplug-type player who was 
the lone bright spot in the dismal 
season of 1948-49. He registered 298 
points in’ 18 games—an average of 
16.6.

Also a Huntingdon senior, he was 
runner-up to Ulsh in scoring and 
one of the best play-makers on the 
squad. 


The third senior letterman, Stan 
Welch of Mount Union, is one of 
the best shots on the squad and may 
hit his peak this season.

“Each morning sees us working 
over this language from eight to 
twelve,” writes Flossie who mentions 
also that they are conducting English 
Bible classes. The Simons happily 
report that they have recently re- 
ceived their “longed-for” freight, 
more than a year after it was packed. 
“The things had traveled through 
the war area and some two thousand 
miles up the Yantze River without a 
single piece being lost.” 

After several warnings from the 
American Consulate, the Simons left 
Chengtu, their former home, be- 
cause of its dangerous location. They 
are now located at Baptist Mission,
